application cannot be considered inventive for the 
following reasons (PCT Article 33(3)): 



1.1. Cryptographic calculations according to the feature 
of Claim 1 (lines 6-7) are known from the prior art. 

1.2. Claim 1 differs from a prior art such as this by the 
remaining method steps. 

These differentiating method steps relate step-by- 
step to the multiplication of a multiplicand by a 
multiplier using a module, the multiplicand, the 
multiplier and the module being polynomials of a 
variable x and merely describing a pure mathematical 
method .
